FOOD  INSPECTION. 


Food  cargoes  have  been  inspected  and  have  all  been  found  in  good  condition. 

Public  Notices  have  been  posted  forbidding  the  removal  or  taking  for  sale  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  of  any  sheU-fish  from  the  Harbour  and  the  waters  of  the  river  Adur  between  the  entrance  to  the 
Harbour  and  the  town  of  Shoreham-by-Sea.  No  instance  of  selling  shell-fish  taken  from  the  pro¬ 
hibited  area  has  been  observed.

Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  all  duties  in  connection  with  passenger  steamers 
travelhng  to  and  from  Brighton  Pier,  and  Mr.  A.  Trevethick,  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Southwick 
Urban  District  Council,  is  official  Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  throughont  the  year  by  the  Officer 
in  charge  of  Customs.
